TRAMP STEAMERS' CHANCE.

In Frank Leslie's Popular Monthly 


for May appears a. most interesting ar- 
ticle upon the possibilities of Chicago 
as a. seaport. The author, Mr. "Vt". D. 
Hnlbcrt, sums up his argument by re- 
marking tbat whea alt is said and done 
tie facts remain that transportation by 
•water is almost invariably cheaper 
than by land and that at least a por- 
tion of a. cargo, say from 1,500 to 2,000 
tons, can be carried through the Wei- 
land and St. Lav,Tenee canals without 
breaking bailc. The latter point is of 
vital Importance, especially In ship- 
ments ot fragile goods which will not 
bear much bundling. The delays in 
passing the canals will be counterbal- 
anced to some extent by the delays 
•which now take place in the New 1'orii 
custom house. 


It is even claimed that because of 


the longtb of time required to get mer- 
chandise through the crotvded ware- 
bouses of New York goods from Eu 
rope can. be delivered, at the iake ports 
more promptly by. way of-the St Law- 
rence than by the,present routes. A: 
to the comparatively small size of the 
steamers, that may prove to be in some 
cases a positive advantage, for it -svll 
enable them, like the Wergeland, to 
visit lesser European ports Tvhich now 
havo no direct communication vf 
America, cities too small to absorb the 
cargo of a larger steajusbip or to fur 
nish her -with a load for her return trip 
Even if the tratHc should not be as 
satisfactory us desired in 1901 It ma; 
succeed the following year. Just now 
marine freight rates are very high, and 
there is a great demand for steamers 
especially on the ocean, but this condi 
tion of. things cannot last always. 


Sooner or later a change must come 


and the, cargo no longer will be seek 
ing a ship, but the ship a cargo, ant 
then the oTvners and masters of me- 
diiita sized steamers will turn-their at 
Section to this fresh water route, 
stretching from Montreal l.COO milea 
into the very heart of the North Amer- 
ican continent.

TONGUELESS, YET CAN TALK. 


Crampton to Sfcotv Surgeons How 


Operation Affected His Speech. 


William H- Crampton of Brooklyn, 


_.. v- spoken of as the "totigrueless lec- 
turer," lias been iaritefl to appear be- 
fore tbe Brooklyn Surgical society by 
Dr. L. S. Pilcher, who removed Iiis 
tongue in the Seaey hospital a mouth 


Mr. Crampton has left the hospital 


and is now at his home. He still has 
the power of speech, although ills ar- 
ticulation is not perfect, savs tbe New 
York Herald. Tbe physicians believe. 
however, that as the corves distribute 
themselves orer the- end of the stump 
in his mouth aad regain control of the 
muscles the articulation tvill improve 
sad the po\ver of speech v,-tll be almost 
us good as it was before the operation. 


When be goes before the surgeons, 


Mr. Crampton will have his phono- 
graph and several recorfs ot his own 
lectures which he talked into the ma- 
chine for a whole day because he ap- 
prehended tbe complete loss of his 
speech. He lias supported himself anil 
his son by his discourses from the plat- 
form. The reproduction of his voice 
as it was vv-ill be contrasted t»y the 
doctors with his present speech, and 
they will thus be able to form an excel- 
lent iclwi of the effect of the operation. 


Mr. Crampton was known as the 


"preaching policeman." He- has been 
•all over the world and lias had many 
exciting adventures, and his lectures 
have been talcs of his own personal 
experience. His talks are strongly re- 
ligions and have been delivered before 
Sunday schools and church societies. 


He was horrified to tind bis living- as 


well as his life threatened last fall by 
a canUerous grotvtb on his tongue. As 
a last resort lie consented to the op- 
.eraticin. which left only a small triau- 
:gular piece of the tonsue. It was oa 
the day before the- operation that he 
lectured all day before a phonograph- 
He wanted the records of his voice to 
.earn a living for him. He described 
tbe operation upon him the other day 
.and said he was delighted to be able to 
speak at all. 


TrolJe>* Aiatonsahilfis In Germany.

dered by the Calcutta port commission- 
ers, despite active European competi- 
tion, says the New York World.

gow.: Their price was $7,745 against 
the Pittsburg Locomotive company's 
bid of .?G,SiXJ for each engine.

Pittsbiirg eoaipany also 'offered quick- 
er delivery, undertaking to fulfill its 
contract inside of six months, while 
the' shortest time given: by British 
builders was nine months. . . 


The Calcutta officials accepted the 


tender of the American company. This 


the first contract for locomotives

through lower prices. Previous con- 
tract5: have come to the United States 
because of prompt delivery. The loco- 
motives ordered are of the 
eight 


wheel, tank type, weighing about 97 
tons each. They will be used for haul- 
ing heavy freSgUt from the Calcutta 
clocks, 


President C. S. Mellen recently au- 


thorized the first announcement as to 
the enormous expenditures which the 
Northern Pacific will make the coming 
season, says a Minneapolis dispatch to 
tbe New York Sim. The experiditures 
will aggregate 510,250,000. The sum 
of $5,250,000 will be spent for rolling 
stock and similar equipment, the lar- 
gest equipment order pluced by a rail- 
road company west of the Mississippi, 
and few eastern roads can duplicate- 
it. The other 55,000,000 will be spent 
in permanently improving the roadbed 
from St. Paul to Portland. 


The first item in the new equipment 


bntlget is 00 new cars, to be built liy 
the Pullman company. The additional 
freight equipment will consist of 5.000 
cars. Seventy-five locomotives will be 
built, a contract having just been clos- 
ed with the Schenectady Locomotive 
works. It is the largest single locomo- 
tive order ever placed by a western 
road. 


The item of 400 conl cars will arouse 


especial interest, as it denotes tbat the 
Northern Pacific has determined to de- 
veiop its coalfields in Montana, and 
Washington. The magnitude of the 
above order, covering SI,250,000, can 
be realized when it is said that it will 
furnish employment for over 5,000 men 
in vnrious parts of Uie country for a 
period of sis months. 


That pressed steel cars have been em- 


inently 
successful 
is

•shown by some tests recently made by 
one of the larg'e eastern lines, says the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Six trains 
were sent out over the line. One was a 
combination train made up of all kinds 
of freight cars, another was made up 
of 80,000 pound capacity cars, another 
of CO.OOO pound capacity cars, another 
of 50,000 pound capacity cars, and 
linaiiy one of pressed stiit-1 cars of 100,- 
000 pounds capacity. The tests showed 
that the train of steel cars carried from 
12 to 20 per cent larger paying tonnage, 
used less water, from 14 to 5'J per cent 
less coal and made the trip in better 
tiaio by 26 minutes than its closest 
competitor. So far as the cost of re- 
pairs is concerned, that pressed steel 
cans are less expensive than wooden 
ones is conclusively shown by the actu- 
al experience of railroads using steel 
-ears. One railroad reports that the 10- 
tal cost of repairs on 1,000 steel hop- 
per cars during ten months' service 
amounted to $1,179.99. Of this amount 
§3,019.39 was spent for repairs from ac- 
cidents and ais expenditure of only 
$157.00 was due to ordinary repairs. 
In the cases where cars were damaged 
by accident wooden cars would have 
been entirely destroyed. 


Man hunting bloodhounds are to be 


used by the Erie railroad in irackins 
tramps and railroad thieves who have 
been committing crimes along the line, 
says a Binghaniton dispatch. Two 
bloodhounds have been purchased by 
Erie Detective Charles B. Perry for 
this purpose. They come from Roa- 
noke, Va., and are sired by Old Bald- 
win, a noted thief catcher named after 
the president of tbe Baldwin railroad 
detective agency, and <3ame<? by Rose, 
another noted animal, 'i'he dogs are 
well broken and have already made 
several captures. It is proposed to use 
them In tracking gangs of thieves who 
have been looting freight trains iu 
their hiding places, and it is thought 
that the knowledge that the animals 
are used for this purpose will have a 
moral effect In clearing out the rob- 
bers.

ltins in left hcmlplegia. 
He wan 


slowly regaining the use of his arm 
and leg when he was struck by a train 
and was found unconscious on tbe 
track witb three scalp wounds. There 
was a depressed fracture of the skull 
three inches above and one inch be- 
hind the left ear. He was Immediately 
trepbiaeO and the depressed bone re- 
moved.

In fact, dew may be deposited, 
even though the country for many 
miles all around be dry and incapable 
of yielding any vapor. IB sticli cases 
the supply of vapor to form that dow 
would depend on the evaporation of 
the dew arid on what was wafted over 
by the winds.
